Firemen’s Job Complicated by Crowded 
Condifions at Stations, Chief Says 


“Crowded conditions at stations 
of the Menlo Park fire district are 
complicating the job of providing | 
adequate fire protection for the) 
area,” Fire Chief Thomas F. Cuff | 
revealed this week. 

Though the fire stations were | 
adequate for their purposes only a | 

few years ago, some of them are no | 
longer large enough to house the | 
equipment which has been added | 
to keep pace with the growth of the | 
firemen’s job. 

If the Menlo Park ffire dis- 
trict’s proposed $325,000 is pass- 
ed by voters Noy. 13, Chief Cuff 
pointed out, much of the money 
derived wil! ultimately be spent 
for replacement of two of the 
district's stations, and _ refitting 
of others.

REDMEN PASSES... 
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ine Veteran’s Guide: 


Servicemen May 
Establish Civil 
Service Rights 


One type of California benefit for 
veterans—preference in state civil 
service—may be “anticipated” by 
some persons while still on active 
military duty, according to Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans sé#vice officer, 
San Mateo county. 

State law provides that a mem- 
ber of the armed forces who takes 
a state civil service examination, 
passes it, and is placed on an eli- 
gible list, may have his veterans 
preferential credits added to his 
score if he achieves veteran status 
before too long a_ period has 
‘elapsed. 

Specifically, the law requires him 
to qualify as a veteran within six 
months after the eligible list has 
been established. Thus, if he is re- 
leased from active duty prior to that 
time, he may move up higher on the 
list by virtue of 10 or 15 added 
points. 

Any veteran of wartime service or 
certain peacetime campaigns—in- 
cluding, by virtue of recent legisla- 
tion which becomes effective in Sep- 
tember, those serving during the 
Korean war emergency—may receive 
10 points of preferential credit on 
open state civil service tests after 
attaining a passing grade. 

If the veteran has a service-con- 
nected disability for which he 
would be entitled to compensation 
through the U. S. Veterans Ad- 
ministration, he may receive 15 
peints of additional credit. 

Application for veterans prefer- 
ence is made to the division of serv- 
ice and coordination, State Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs, in Sacra- 
mento. Forms and information are 
available at the Veterans service of- 
fice, courthouse, Redwood City.
